Operations on the St. Louis 
Southwestern (Cotton Belt) 
railroad, which had beer 
halted by a strike of Mis 
souri Pacific trainmen, were 
restored to normal tonight 
Cotton Belt officials 
an 


nounced. 


Picket lines established bj 


M. P. strikers had blockec 
all traffic on the Cotton 
Belt's main line to the south 
west since late last night 
The Cotton Belt uses M. P 
tracks between /Dupo, 111. 
and Illmo, Mo. 


Union officials said today 


Cotton Belt tie up' was the resul 
of a misunderstanding and order 
ed the pickets to let that line' 
trains go through. But it was lafr 
tonight 
before the idle train 


started moving. 


Involved in the tieup was on< 


passenger train, "the Mornin; 
Star," which was scheduled fr 
leave St. Louis for Dallas at 11:3' 
p. m. (CST), and four freigh 
trains. 
Lay-Offs To 22,500 
Not one Missouri Pacific trail 


was moving. Service was at a 
standstill throughout the 7,200 
mile, ten-state system. The strike 
by 5,000 operating employes began 
at 3 p. m. (EST) yesterday anc 
22,500 other employes of the road 
were laid off. 


As the strike went fully into ef- 


fect, 600 steam locomotives, 115 
diesels and 640 Missouri Pacifi< 
passenger cars stood idle in round- 
houses and yards. 


And there was no hint of an 


early settlement. R. E. Davidson 
speaking for the four striking 
brotherhoods, said: 


"We are preparing for a long 


siege, if that should be necessary 
Paul 3, Neff, chief executive of- 
"ficer of the railroad, has the purse 
strings. We stopped the railroad 
but he can meet us within an 
hour, if he wishes. We are avail- 
able at aU times." 


The walkout resulted from fail- 


ure of the railroad and brother- 
hoods to agree on 282 claims by 
the trainmen. These involve abou' 
$3,000,000 and are based on dif- 
ferences in interpretation of op- 
erating rules. 
Still In Bankruptcy 


•> Since the Missouri Pacific stil 
is in bankruptcy pending approva 
of its reorganization plan, and 
under limited federal court super- 
vision, a question was raised as 
to whether the strike, might, in 
effect, be against the government 


Neff and Guy A. Thompson 


Missouri Pacific trustee, agreed 
that it was not, in any sense. "In 
that respect, it seems no different 
than a strike against any private 
corporation that has filed in bank- 
ruptcy in the district court," Neff 
said. A brotherhood official ex- 
pressed a similar view. 


Davidson said chief executives 


of the four brotherhoods discussed 
the Cotton Belt situation this 
morning and were in full agree- 
ment there should be no inter- 
ference with that or any other 
railroad. 


But Davidson made it clear no 


railroad would be permitted to 
operate any Missouri Pacific trains 
or handle any Missouri Pacific 
equipment. Iir this connection 
Neff said that if other lines wish 
to use Missouri Pacific cars, "we'l! 
certainly let them use the cars.'; 


Mail Cars Detched

Railway officials disclosed that 
Missouri Pacific mail cars ha 
been decched from Cotton Bell 
line trains and sidetracked 
at 


Pin& Bluff and Texarkana. The 
Missouri Pacific line is strike- 
bound.

tendent at the Texarkana, Ark- 
Tex., railway terminal, said a 
Memphis-bound Cotton Belt train 
(No. 5) was held up at Texarkana 
this afternoon until a; Missouri 
Pacific railway car was detached 
from the train. He said he acted 
on orders of the Cotton Belt agent 
there. 


At Pine Bluff. Curtis Tucker, 


chief clerk of - the Cotton Beit, 
said a west-bound train was held- 
up at noon until a Missouri Paci- 
fic mail car on the train was cut 
out. He declined further comment.

Was Stricken 


YORK, Me., Sept.

Blount Rutledge, 55, died tonight 
at York Village Hospital. 


Death came to the big, soft- 


spoken jurist shortly after 8 p. m. 
(EST). 


Victim of a cerebral hemorrhage 


he had been in critical condition 
since being admitted to the little 
22-room hospital, Aug. 27. He 
was stricken while driving to 
York from nearby Ogunquit where 
he and his family had been vaca- 
tioning. 


A week after he entered the 


hospital, his physician, Dr. Elmer 
Tower, disclosed Rutledge had 
suffered paralysis of the entire 
left side of his body. 
In Coma Since Sept. 2. 
The jurist had been in a coma 


much of the time since Sept. 2 


Late today Dr. Tower had is- 


sued a bulletin which indicated 
then that death was very close 
The physician said the jurist's 
temperature had risen to 106 as 
against a normal 98.6 and his 
pulse was 128 instead of a norma! 
80. His respiration was 34. 


Rutledge, generally labeled a 


"liberal," was a former law school 
head who believed in a democ- 
racy that changes with the times 


He was the late Franklin D 


Roosevelt's eighth and last ap- 
pointee to the court. He moved 
up from the District of Columbia 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 1943 


Rutledge's death came less than 


two months after that of another 
Roosevelt appointee to the high 
tribunal. Justice Frank Murphy 
died of a heart ailment in Detroit 
July 19. 
Family At Bedside 
With Justice Rutledge in his 


last hours were his grief-stricken 
family—his widow, Annabel; 
son, Neal, and two daughters 
Mary Lou and Jean Ann. Neal's 
wife also was present. 


Besides Dr. Tower, oC the hos- 


pital staff, Justice Rutledge was 
attended by Dr. Fred A. Geiei 
of Washington, the family physi- 
cian. Dr. Geier made three plane 
flights from Washington. 


In the first week of his illness 


the judge, a native of Clover- 
Port, was reported out of danger 
Several times he suffered relapses 
before sinking into his final coma 
He improved enough last Sunday 
to talk to his family and smoke 
a cigaret. On Monday he took 
solid food for the first time.

Might Have 
Evidence for 
A Conviction 


Judge Lashes out 
At Officials after 
Grand Jury Report 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 10—W— 


The Jackson County Grand jury 
empaneled last may" to investigate 
the theft of ballots from a court- 
house vault and 13 slaymgs in 
the past two years finished its 
term today without returning in- 
dictments. 


The jury did report, however, 


"it is believed That at least one 
law enforcement agency may have 
sufficient evidence to secure a 
conviction." in the ballot thef 
case, but it did not name the 
agency. 


On the strength of this belief 


the jury held open a $10,000 re- 
ward offered for the apprehen- 
sion and conviction of the 
box thieves. 


Among the slayings the jury in- 


vestigated were those of Wolf C 
Rimann,' former golf pro and coin 
machine distributor, and John A 
Hoover, a Kansas City contractor 
In its report the jury withdrew 
rewards offered in those cases 
$10,000 in the Rimann murder anc 
$5,000 in the Hoover slaying. 


Ballot boxes stolen were those 


from the hotly contested primary 
election in 1946. They were stolen 
while a jury was investigating 
alleged irregularities in that elec- 
tion. 


Another case investigated was 


the theft of funds from the office 
safe of Sheriff J. A. Purdome. 


Critical Of Officials 
Judge Allen C. Southern, who 


called the jury, lashed out a 
local law enforcement agencies 
after the jury had delivered its 
report. 


He declared that every law en- 


forcement official should have ap- 
peared 
voluntarily 
before the 


jury. 


"I assume that none of these 


officials appeared before you ex- 
cept when they were called," he 
said. "There apparently has been 
no voluntary effort on their parl 
to come in here and help the 
grand jury solve these crimes." 


"Here are crimes in the very 


precincts of this courthouse, in 
the office of the law enforcement 
agency of this county. Here are 
crimes under the very nose 
the sheriff and under the nose of 
the prosecutor, x x x 


"I would think the law enforce- 


ment officers of this county could 
not rest in peace until they found 
who took the funds from the 
sheriff's office and fotind who 
blew up the vault and stole the 
election evidence."

Allot Missouri 
$12,759,917 out 
Of $450,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
10—(ff)— 


Allotments to the states from the 
$450,000,000 authorized for 
the 


year ending June 30, 1951 for im- 
provements to primary, secondary 
and urban roads was announced 
today by Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer. 


Congress last year authorized 


an appropriation of $450,000,000 
for each of the 1950 and 1951 fis- 
cal years. Allotments to the states 
of the federal funds for the year 
ending June 30, 1950 were an- 
nounced late last year. 


Under the 1948 act, 45 percent 


of the total authorization must be 
spent on projects on primary 
roads in the federal-aid system, 
30 percent for .the improvements 
of routes in the federal-aid sec- 
ondary system, and 25 percent for 
work on federal-aid highways in 
urban areas having a population 
of 5,000 or more. 
Must Be Matched 
The states are required to match 


the federal funds. 


The sums apportioned to the 


states for the year ending June 
30, 1951 (first figure for the pri- 
mary system, second for secondary 
or feeder roads, third for urban 
highways and fourth the total) 
include: 


Missouri—$5,910,889, $4,049,345, 


$2,799,683 and $12,759,917; Mon- 
tana—$4,051,448, $2,767,823, $273,- 
348 and $7,092,619; Nebraska— 
$3,944,850, $2,785,550, $695,466 and 
$7,425, 866; Nevada—$2,562,973, 
$1,717,361, $53,853 and $4,334,187.

Reject Wage 
Increase in 
Steel Plants 


Board of Fact 
Finder for a . 
Pension Plan 


By Harold W. Ward 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—(/P)— 


A presidential board today re- 
jected a fourth -round wage in- 
crease for one million CIO steel- 
workers threatening a nation-wide 
strike, but recommended a pen- 
sion-insurance "package" of 10 
cents an hour. 


Whether the fact-finding board's 


recommendations would avert the 
walkout scheduled for 12:01 a. m. 
Wednesday was not yet apparent. 
But President Truman asked at 
least a 10-day extension of the 
existing truce. 


The board said living costs 


have declined and the postwar 
race between them and wages has 
been called off by "economic for- 
ces." Therefore it recommended 
against a pay boost. 
Insurance System 
Instead it advised: 
1. A company financed pension 


which, taken together with Social 
Security, would give workers $100 
a month at age. 65. 


2. A company-financed insur- 


ance system, the details to be 
worked out by collective bargain- 
ing. 


Together these things would 


cost the industry up to 10 cents 
an hour per man, the board esti- 
mated. Six cents of this would be 
for pensions and four cents for 
insurance. 


The union had asked for a 30- 


cent package, including 12% cents 
an hour as a direct wage boost. 
Present wages average about $1.65 
an hour. 
Ask Postponement 
President Truman appealed to 


the union to postpone its walk- 
out at least another 10 days while 
the parties weighed the board's 
proposals as a basis for negotiat- 
ing their own settlement. The 
President offered the assistance of 
Conciliation Chief Cyrus S. Ching, 
who helped bring about a 60-day 
truce last July. 


CIO President Philip Murray 


said the union would answer Mon- 
day afternoon in Pittsburgh. Al- 
ready workers in four 
states, 


where strike ballots are required 
before a walkout, have voted 15 
to 1 for a strike if necessary, the 
union said. 


The Bethlehem Steel Co., said in 


a statement from Bethlehem, Pa., 
it was advising the President "that 
we will continue our plants in 
operation provided that the union 
will continue to work." 


Inland Steel announced at Chi- 


cago that it had agreed to the 10- 
day 
extension. 
But 
President 


Clarence B. Randall wired the 
president that the report should 
not be examined under threat of 
a strike. 


"If there is to be a strike at 


midnight, Tuesday, the orderly 
closing down of operations must 
commence not later than 4 p. m., 
Sunday," he added. 


Other companies delayed their 


relies to the President's request 
for an extension.

The steel companies had agreed 


to the fact-finding board study 
reluctantly, only after making it 
clear that they would not be 
bound by its findings. 


But there were indications that 


the companies would accept the 
recommendations quicker than the 
union would. U. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion is expected to issue a state- 
ment Monday, leading the way, for 
the remainder of the industry. 


The union leaderships meets in 


Pittsburgh tomorrow and Mon- 
day, leaving the major decisions 
to a 170-man policy commit ->.e 
gathering there Monday afternoon.

Keep Up Purcliinff Power, 
More than two-thirds of con- 


sumer purchasing power comes 
from gainfully employed people. 
Therefore, emphasis should be 
placed on keeping employment at 
the highest possible level. Mr. 
Brown stated his office, in co- 
operation with the Sedalia'rCham- 
ber of Commerce, is setting up a 
system for channeling workers 
laid off into employment. This 
program is designed to minimize 
the time lost through lay-offs 
while workers are seeking new 
emploj'ment. 


During the fall and winter 


months, hundreds of'workers are 
laid off. These workers come from 
such industries as construction, 
seasonal manufacturing, food pro- 
cessing plants 
and- agriculture. 


Many workers laid off can be em- 
ployed in other industries which 
normally increase their working 
force during the fall and winter 
months. Employers cooperation is 
necessary in carrying out this 
program. They will be requested 
to advise the local employment 
office of the number of workers 
they anticipate laying off and 
their classifications, if possible. 
Employers who anticipate hiring 
new workers will be requested to 
advise the local employment office 
of their need for workers. This 
will enable the local employment 
office to place these workers as 
rapidly as possible, thus, minimiz- 
ing lost time and wages resulting 
from lay-offs. 


Tap Wall 
Street To 
Get Loans 


Suggested as 
Means to Break 
Economic Crisis 
In Great Britain 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 


—(IP)—The United States, 
Britain and Canada an- 
nounced today they would 
try to tap Wall Street and 
two big government banks 
for some of the dollars Bri- 
tain needs to break its eco- 
nomic crisis. 


As stated officially, the three 


goverments agreed to seek re- 
moval of obstacles to foreign in- 
vestments of "private capital," 
and to encourage loan requests to 
the World Bank and the U. S. 
Export-Import Bank. 


Action along both lines, if suc- 


cessfully carried through by the 
three governments, would have 
the effect of pumping unestimat- 
ed millions of dollars into England 
and other parts of the empire. 


The announcement, 
made by 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
after today's session of the three- 
power financial talks here, con- 
stituted first disclosure of an 
agreement since officials met here 


Informants said there would be 


last Wednesday. 
other public reports, climaxing in 
a communique no wexpected to be 
issued Monday night. 


Together, authorities expect, the 


disclosures will either declare or 
indicate a broad program of ac- 
tion by all three natiom and cover 
half a dozen or more major points. 


Expect To Cut Costs 
Sir Stafford Cripps, the British 


spokesman, is reported already to 
have assured that his government 
hopes to cut its national costs 
materially, including 
reductions 


in its budget; meanwhile taking 
steps to channel goods into dollar 
earning American markets.

2. To encourage and assist 


"prospective borrowers to present 
well 
conceived projects 
which 


would qualify for financing" by 
the World Bank. Also to get those 
countries which use British pound 
sterling and which do not belong 
to the International Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund to 
join up. 


3. To use the U. S. Export-Im- 


port Bank, where opportunity per- 
mits, "to assist sterling area coun- 
tries in financing the purchase of 
United States goods and services, 
normally on a short or medium 
term basis."

Schools are 
Crowded as 
Never Before 


Teacher Shortage 
Is Critical as 
Terms Begin 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—(IP)— 


American schools, jammed as never 
before, are up against their "most 
critical year," U. S. education com- 
missioner Earl James McGrath 
said today. 


And Federal Security Admini- 


strator Oscar R. Ewing declared it 
is a situation calling for aid of 
congress as well as state and local 
action. 


"Teacher 
and school housing 


shortages cannot be overcome by 
states and communities with their 
limited finances," Ewing said in a 
statement. The office of education 
is a part of his departement. 


"War-born children, attending 


school in large numbers for the 
first time this year," said Ewing, 
"will swell elementary school en- 
rollments more than half a million. 


"High 
schools will 
enroll a 


quarter million more than they did 
last year." 
About Evenly Divided 
Universities and colleges will 


have about the same number, he 
added. 


McGrath said that overcrowding 


and 
half 
sessions 
will 
"short 


change" many boys and girls. Ele- 
mentary school enrollments will 
be rising a million a year for 
several years, he said. 


McGrath has predicted-a record 


enrollement of 32,671,500 in ele- 
mentary and secondary 
schools 


and colleges this fall. The 1948-49 
total was 31,880,000. 


"The teacher shortage is still 


critical," Ewing said., 


"The high wartime birth rates 


will bring 7,000,000 children into 
the nation's elementary schools by 
1956 over and above the number 
now enrolled. 


"Nearly a quarter million teach- 


ers will be needed during this per- 
iod for the extra enrollement alone. 


"Nearly half a million additional 


classrooms and related facilities 
will be required to house the war 
saby pupils and to replace class- 
rooms which became obsolete or 
.neffective during the war and 
post-war years. 


"This is one-half the total of 


classrooms now in use in the 
United States." 


The statement estimated that a 


capital outlay of $10,000,000,000 
will be needed from. 1950 to 1960 
;o enlarge and improve, the public 
elementary and secondary schools.

the 33 members of the globe- 
girdling "Town Meeting of the 
Air" to return home. 


Others are still on their way 


back from Japan and Hawaii.

Ban on Airplane Junkets 
Backfired Badly 


By Robert S. Allen 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—There was a lot 


more than meets the eye behind the way 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson suddenly 
pulled in his horns about the airplane junketing 
of congressmen. 


Real fact is that if Johnson had stuck to 


his guns and Congress had done any investigat- 
ing, the executive branch of the government 
would have been shown up for private joy- 
riding perhaps more than Congress. For John- 
son himself uses an army plane almost every 
week-end to visit his home in Clarksburg, W. 
Va., while Secretary of the Navy Matthews uses 
a navy plane to fly back to his home in Omaha 
on week-ends. 


That was why wise Steve Early, undersecre- 


tary of national defense, called Majority Lead- 
ed Scott Lucas of Illinois and asked him to 
arrange a conference with Sen. Elmer Thomas 
of Okla., the man who had been rebuffed by 
Johnson regarding an airplane junket 
for 


his committee At the off-the-record session 
which followed. 
Early told Senator Thomas 


that Johnson had not seen the letter written 
to him, that it was written by an underling, 
and that Johnson didn't even know about it. 
Hush-Hush On Air Junkets 
Early quite frankly admitted that there had 


been some abuse of airplane junketing by 
bigwigs in the government. He also reminded 
Thomas that any investigation would bring 
out some equal abuse by congressmen. The 
army, he said, even had requests from con- 
gressmen calling for airplane rides home on 
the pretext of official business. 


Therefore, proposed the undersecretary of 


defense, both sides should call it quits. 
And 


in the future, he said, the Air Force would 
take the word of any congressman, when he 
yanted a plane, that it was for official business. 


Senator Thomas was delighted. A few days 


before, he had called for a report on every 
special plane used by the White House, by the 
secretary of defense, and by every other cab- 
inet member. 
But now he accepted Early's 


compromise and called off his probe. 


So in the future it looks like both the 


executive branch and. Congress can junket 
pretty much as thejr please. 


Pat Hurley Set Fad 
The man who originally started junketing 


in army planes was Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley back in the Hoover administration. 
At that time it was a Democratic Congress 
which protested. Especially when Hurley flying 
to a meeting of Indiana editors made an em- 
ergency landing and smashed up his plane, 
Democratic Congressmen howled to high Heav- 
en. They didn't mind the possible loss of a 
Republican Secretary of War, but they did ob- 
ject to the loss of a $72,000 plane. 


Since then the cost of airplane construction 


has so increased that the smash-up of the big 
transports which carry the cabinet would be 
nearer $1,000,000. 


Since then also, Pat Hurley's ideas of air- 


plane junkets haven't changed, and the War 
Department still has a $30,000 bill which it's 
been trying to collect from the State Depart- 
ment for the use of a special army airplane 
when he was ambassador to China and insisted 
on a private plane to carry him home. 


Since then, other cabinet officers — though 


Democrats—have caught up with Hurley. 
For 


instance, the War Department sent the Interior 
Department a $16,000 bill for the personal 
trip' of Secretary of the Interior Krug to Japan, 
carrying Krug's father and his personal physi- 
cian, Dr. Roy L. Sexton, who because of Krug's 
health, frequently accompanies him. The army 
felt that since Krug had made this something 
of a family deal, the Interior Department or 
M-ug should foot the bill. 


The Interior Department finally scraped some 


money out of its budget and paid the Air 
Force, though in the end it was the taxpayer, 
not the Interior Department, who lost out. 


In addition, Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 


has his own coast guard plane, a giant C-5H, 
with a special crew assigned merely to carry 
him wherever he wants to go. 


Then there is Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 


who has a special Civil Aeronautics plane as- 
signed to him, which he used to fly back home 
to Cincinnati on week-ends. And Secretary of 
the Navy Matthews, in addition to using a 
special plane for week-ends in Omaha, took a 
recent junket to Honolulu, carrying his entire 
family along for a ten-day outing in delightful 
Hawaii. 
Private Use of President's Plane 
Another point which would have come out 


if Senator Thomas had insisted on his in- 
vestigation is the way Mr. Truman has loaned 
his plane to private individuals. The President 
has a habit of telling friends, "Oh, take my 
plane," no matter where they are going. 


Last year, for instance, he sent his private 


plane across the Atlantic with Archbishop 
Athenagoras to Turkey, supposedly as an act 
of good will to the Greeks. 
But General 


Vaughan, who arranged the trip at the' sug- 
gestion of his two cronies, John Maragon and 
William Helis, did not realize that Athenagoras 
is not particularly popular in Greece and that 
the gesture did not benefit the U. S. A. 


Shortly after the war, forthright Secretary 


of War Bob Patterson laid down a flat rule 
against airplane junketing—especially against 
private planes with special crews for cabinet 
bigwigs. Patterson even ruled that he himself 
was not to have a private plane. 


It's been only three short years since that 


ruling was made. 
But, in the interim, it's 


become as obsolete as the use of wigs by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
American taxpayer would be a lot better off, 
however, if Secretary Johnson had stuck to 
his original guns or if Patterson's ruling was 
reinstated.

• The Doctor Says 


Conquest of Typhoid Largeb 
Due to Improved Sanitation

Typhoid fever is caused by a 


germ commonly known as the 
typhoid bacillus. 
This 
germ is 


carried in water which has been 
contaminated by improper dis- 
posal of sewage. It is also, spread 
from an infected person 
to 
a 


healthy one by fingers, food, and 
flies. 


Until recently the treatment of 


typhoid had improved little if at 
all from the days when it was 
much more common. Now, how- 
ever, one of the relatives of peni- 
cillin called chloromycetin seems 
to offer new hope for effective 
treatment. 


Conquest of the disease has 


been brought about not by better 
methods of treatment, however, 
but by striking at the source of 
infection through improved sani- 
tary measures. Health 
officials 


are constantly on the alert to see 
that sewage is properly carried off 
and treated and cannot seep into 
the drinking water supply. The 
drinking water is also examined 
often and treated with chloride if 
there is any sign of pollution. 
Fewer "Carriers" Today 
Animals do not get typhoid or 


carry the germs. 
Consequently 


controlling the spread of .the dis- 
ease is comparatively easy. Heal- 
thy people — called "carriers"— 
who harbor the germ, but are not 
actively ill with the disease, have 
been responsible for many out- 
breaks. 


There are fewer carriers todaj 


than in the past, and health de 
partments are constantly on the 
watch for carriers, especially thos< 
who might be particularly danger 
ous because they work in restau 
rants or other food establishments 


While proper disposal of sewagu 


and care of the water supply is re- 
sponsible for most of the decreas 
in this highly fatal and disabling 
disease, some cases have been pre 
vented by vaccination. Vaccina 
tion does not give complete pro 
tection, but it helps by increasin] 
resistance.

ANSWER: If this symptom 


is 
present 
without 
pain, 


swelling or other signs of 
arthritis or other disease, it 
does not have any signifi- 
cance. Sometimes the symp- 
tom is caused by a partial 
dislocation 
of 
the 
joint. 


When this occurs it is usually 
due to an arthritis of the 
joint. Apparently at times it 
is caused by the fact, that the 
surfaces of the joint are sud- 
denly pulled apart and this 
causes a popping sound.

Good Reasons Why Women
